began its first concerted building program 
with the construction of Corcoran and 
Stockton Halls. 

Then, with the coming of President 
Cloyd Heck Marvin in 1927, the rate of 
growth and building was expedited. Dur- 
ing his 32-year presidency, the University’s 
faculty tripled and its student body 
doubled. Ten major buildings were con- 
structed and half a dozen others were ac- 
quired and renovated. All of the activities 
of the University, with the exception of 
the Medical School, were brought within 
the area south of Pennsylvania Avenue and 
west of 19th Street. 

The University received national atten- 
tion in 1939, when announcement of the 
first nuclear fission was made on the GW 
campus at a meeting of distinguished 
scientists from around the world. Edward 
Teller, noted nuclear physicist, was a mem- 
ber of the GW faculty at the time. 

With. the end of World War II, the 
University grew rapidly as GI’s came back 
to school and the era of college-education- 
for-everybody began. 

Lloyd H. Elliott became president in 
1965. During his administration the Uni- 
versity has nearly doubled the value of its 
physical plant, while upgrading faculty 
salaries. The long-sought $25 million 
medical school complex will get under- 
way this month; and a new University 
Library is scheduled for construction next 
spring. The new campus master plan 
foresees 23 more buildings within the 
next 15 years. 

While writing about the evolution of 
GW, University Historian Elmer L. Kay- 
ser once noted, “The rule during a cen- 
tury and a half was—do the impossible.” 
He added, “It was done.”

THE REVEREND LUTHER RICE has won another vic- 
tory today [Feb. 8, 1821]—not over the sinful soul of an East Indian or 
the reluctant pocketbook of a Virginia planter, but over the Congress 
of the United States. 

The victory came in the form of a charter granted by the Congress i 
for Columbian College. The creation of this college has been for the 
past few years the overriding passion of the Rev. Rice, a 38-year-old 
New Englander, missionary, and chief Baptist fund-raiser. 

But the victory was not a total one. The college entered the Congressional mill as a 
place to educate Baptist preachers, but it came out as a liberal arts institution with firmly 
stated non-sectarian characteristics. 

The Congressional action will be made official tomorrow (Feb. 9, 1821) when Presi- 
dent James Monroe has indicated he will sign the charter bill. The President's approval 
will come as no surprise, as he was one of the first to contribute money—$50—when 
the Rev. Rice first began his educational crusade. 

The Rev. Rice is a well-known figure in rural areas: He often rides about the country- 
side with his horse and buggy, while disseminating the word of God and soliciting funds 
for the support of religious causes. His journeys have taken him throughout the Atlantic 
seaboard and into the backwoods of the Ohio valley country. During the first year 
(1818) of soliciting funds for the new college, the Rev. Rice received $1,162.06. 

The college does not plan to open its doors to students until September, but Rev. Rice 
and his Baptist colleagues have already started work on the College Building. The four- 
story structure was begun last year on the bucolic 4614-acre campus in Mount Pleasant 
overlooking the capital city, a site which the Baptists acquired for about $7,000. The 
building will contain 58 rooms with 60 fireplaces and is expected to cost about $30,000. 

For a time, however, it looked as though that magnificent structure might have to be 
used for other purposes. Originally, the Baptist General Convention for Foreign Mis- 
sions, which is the parent body for Columbian College, had sought to incorporate itself. 
From that base, the convention hoped to open an institution in the District of Columbia 
whose primary function would be the training of Baptist missionaries. 

Congress quickly balked at the idea of incorporating a religious denomination, fearing 
that such an act would indicate its approval or official sanction. So Rev. Rice and his 
associates had to accept some of the compromises outlined by legislators in floor debates. 

The major stumbling block in the Senate was overcome about a month ago, Jan. 9, 
when that body approved by a 23-13 vote an amendment that forbids religion as a re- 


quirement in electing trustees, further stating that no “person, either as president, pro- 


fessor, tutor or pupil, be refused admittance . . . or denied any of the privileges, im- 
munities, or advantages thereof, for, or on account of, his sentiments in matters of 


religion.” 


The debate in the House of Representatives was more intense. 
On Jan. 21, the bill was brought up for consideration. One of the more eloquent 


speakers, Rep. Henry Randolph Storrs of New York, stated his opposition. He sought to 
reduce the number of trustees from the proposed 33 to 25 and to include several Cabinet 
members as trustees. In addition, Storrs demanded that a joint committee of Congress 
have visitation powers to determine periodically if the affairs of the college were being 
carried out according to Congressional dictates. 


His motion to recommit was eventually voted down, 71-60. CONTINUED ON PAGE 2

DR. MAY IDENTIFIES BOOTH 


(Based on Bricks Without Straw: the Evolution of 
Na Washington University, by Elmer L. Kayser, 
WASHINGTON NAVY YARD, April, 
1865—Dr. John Frederick May, renowned 
Washington surgeon and professor of sur- 
gery at Columbian College, identified the 
body of John Wilkes Booth, assassin of 
President Lincoln, while aboard ship here. 

Dr. May has been a figure in this na- 
tional tragedy since the fatal bullet killing 
Lincoln was fired. A well-known Washing- 
tonian, Dr. May also was called to the late 
President’s bedside in order to probe the 
bullet wound and to confirm that nothing 
could be done to save President Lincoln’s 
life. 

Mr. Booth’s flight from Ford Theater 
after the murder—days of hiding in con- 
spirators’ homes and often in fields and 
forests—apparently had left their mark.

nothing more than “a haggard corpse with 
discolored skin and sunken facial expres- 
sion.” Dr. May added, “He was a harrow- 
ing picture of starvation and exposure. His 
lower right leg was greatly contused and 
perfectly black, and there was a fracture of 
the long bones.” 

But Dr. May was able to positively iden- 
tify Mr. Booth from a scar on the victim’s 
neck. Some time ago, Dr. May said he had 
received Mr. Booth as a patient. At the 
time, Mr. Booth, an actor at Ford’s Theater, 
was playing an engagement with the popu- 
lar actress, Miss Charlotte Cushman. Mr. 
Booth came to the surgeon to ask him to 
remove a lump from the back of his neck. 

Dr. May recalls that Mr. Booth was “a 
reasonably dressed and remarkably hand- 
some young man.” The doctor said he 
would undertake the operation, but pre- 
scribed rest following surgery. The patient 
said he could not postpone his acting en- 
gagement, but still wanted the tumor re- 
moved. 

During a play rehearsal following the 
operation, Miss Cushman embraced Mr. 
Booth with such force that the wound 
opened and a scar formed. Mr. Booth came 
back to Dr. May for additional treatment, 
but the tell-tale scar remained. 

Dr. May received his A.B. degree in 
1831 and his M.D. in 1834 from Columbian 
College, where he is a faculty member and 
surgeon at the Washington (GW) In- 
firmary. He is the son of Dr. Frederick 
May, a member of Columbian College’s 
first medical faculty and of Washington’s 
first Board of Health.

FIRE! 


COLLEGE INFIRMARY BURNS 


(Reprinted from The Evening Star, Nov. 4, 1861) 


This morning, at a very early hour, the 
E-Street Hospital, better known as the 
Washington Infirmary (GW’s hospital and 
medical school), was discovered to be on 
fire. It contained at the time from ninety 
to one hundred sick and wounded soldiers, 
and a considerable number of other Gov- 
ernment patients. The fire is believed to 
have originated in a defective flue from the 
furnace, which was located in the cellar 
under the addition which projected from 
the center of the main building in the rear. 


The rooms of the Sisters of Charity were 
in this addition—over the furnace—and 
the three medical cadets had a room on the 
floor above. The rooms of the Sisters were 
filled with smoke about half an hour after 
mid-night and the Sister Superior first 
gave the alarm. They had barely time to 
hurry on their clothing. Their cries 
brought in the guard, and soon the alarm 
became general. The Metropolitan Police 
were soon upon the ground and ran 
through the house arousing all the inmates. 
About this time the scene was awful in 
the extreme. 


All of the sick and wounded able to rise 
wrapped the bedclothing around them and 
escaped from the building, and the shrieks 
of those unable to do so were terribly 
piercing, and thrilled the hearts of all 
who heard them. The citizens present, the 
officers of the institution, and the Metro- 
politan Police, were all active in rescuing 
the weaker patients, who had to be taken 
up bodily and brought through the smoke 
and flames to a place of safety. 


Some were carried to the City Hall, some 
to the school house on Judiciary Square 
(a hospital for some time past), some to 
the former quarters of Griffin’s Battery, 
some to Old Trinity Church on Fifth 
Street, and many to private residences in 
the neighborhood. It is believed by the 
officers of the institution that all the pa- 
tients were rescued with the exception of 
one—an aged woman, named Mrs. Hussey, 
who was sent to the Infirmary some time 
since by the Commissioner of Public 
Buildings. She cannot be found, and it is 
supposed she has perished in the flames. 


The fire now made considerable head- 
way and at 6 o’clock this morning nothing 
remained of the Washington Infirmary but 
a mass of blackened walls and smoking 
timbers with the exception only of the west 
wing, which is comparatively uninjured. 
The walls of the addition have nearly all 
fallen, and the front wall of the east wing

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Rep. Henry Baldwin, the Pittsburgh jurist, attempted to soften the religious question 
of whether Congress could incorporate a religious body by restricting real estate held by 
the college to the District. Under his proposal, the act would provide that the individual 
states would have to grant specific consent for property held within their limits. How- 
ever, opposition was raised, and the unamimous vote needed to amend a bill in its third 
reading could not be acquired. 

The vote was finally called, and the act of incorporation carried 79 to 60. 

In addition to the sections on the number of trustees and on freedom of religious 
choice, these are the highlights of the charter: 

*The “sole and exclusive” purpose of the college is to educate youths in English and 
foreign and classical languages, liberal arts, the sciences and literature. 

*The faculty will have the power to enforce student regulations until the board of 
trustees hears the matters. - 

*The trustees must maintain a journal of proceedings and regulations which are to 
2 be open for inspection by the attorney general or Congress.

ton, Miss Thurston was born June 3, 
1869, during the presidency of Ulysses 
S. Grant. Her father, a civil engineer 
who suffered from ill health, wrote and 
edited engineering definitions for the 
New Century Dictionary. Her mother, 
apparently the dominant influence in 
her life, wrote 24 books for boys dur- 
ing her lifetime. 

Like her mother, Miss Thurston be- 
came a writer. She contributed a col- 
umn to the popular, but now defunct, 
Youth’s Companion and other maga- 
zines. Following her mother’s death, 
Miss Thurston turned to teaching, 
speaking, and writing on religious sub- 
jects. A profound student of the Bible, 
she wrote two books of special merit, 
The Adventure of Faith and The Ad- 
venture of Prayer, both of which were 
translated into several languages. 

She also became director of the 
YWCA. As “Y” director and a re- 
nowned speaker, she was in great de- 
mand at summer youth conferences 
and Christian Endeavor meetings. 

The Reverend Edward L. R. Elson 
of the National Presbyterian Church, 
who spoke at the memorial service for 
Miss Thurston in 1965, said, “Who 
will ever forget one of her Christmas 
candlelight talks? When she spoke it 
was like poetry, the music of the 
spirit. You saw the star in the sky, 
the shepherds in the field, the wise 
men on their journey. You heard the 
cattle low, and you felt the calm 
warmth of new-born baby and mother. 
Ere you departed you knew that God 
had entered the life of man that night.” 

Miss Thurston became especially 
well-known in Washington for her 
popular Sunday school class which 
was first held in January, 1918. The 
class, “Everygirls,” became a city- 
wide phenomenon, attracting women 
from the entire metropolitan area. 
Starting with 28, its membership rose 
rapidly, eventually reaching 300. 

Miss Thurston’s Class, as it was 
later called, adopted several worth- 
while causes. During World War I, it 
supported the War Orphan Fund for 
child victims of the war and other 
projects. Again, when America was 
deep in World War II, the class under- 
took various projects to aid American 
servicemen. 

Miss Thurston’s Class is still offered 
in her name at the National Presby- 
terian Church in Washington. 

Miss Anna Bigelow, who knew Miss 
Thurston for 60 years and lived with 
her the last 30, described her as a 
“well-rounded person, except that she 
had very little physical strength.” 

A few days before Miss Thurston’s 
death at the age of 95, Miss Bigelow 
heard Miss Thurston speaking and 
went to her room. Very weak, but 
propped up by pillows, Miss Thurston 
was teaching her last Easter lesson.

A letter dated June 12, 1915, and 
signed by the Military Committee of 
the Board of Trustees consisting of 
Rear Admiral Charles H. Stockton, 
U.S.N., retired, president; General 
Maxwell V. Z. Woodhull; Ernest L. 
Thurston, superintendent of the pub- 
lic schools; John B. Larner, president 
of the Board of Trustees; and Col. 
Archibald Hopkins was sent to all 
the male students of the University. 
This letter called upon all students to 
enlist and asked those who wished to 
do so to send their names to the Sec- 
retary of the University, who entered 
them on the roll of the company. 
About 35 men wrote during the sum- 
mer and indicated their intention of 
enlisting. 

General Woodhull has been in ac- 
tive charge of the recruiting during 
the summer. Under his guidance a re- 
cruiting committee composed of the 
student body was organized and held 
a meeting on August 7 to formulate 
its plans. It is a representative body 
and consists of D. C. Dickerson, chair- 
man; John L. Tunstall; Philip E. Sig- 
gers; Wallace M. Yater; E. F. C. Col- 
lier; Clarence Shields; and Spencer 
Gordon. All of these men have had 
some military experience, several hav- 
ing been to the Student’s Military 
Camps, in the Washington High 
School Cadets, and in the National 
Guard. 

On Friday, October 1, the Military 
Committee of the Board of Trustees 
will meet and officially approve the 
plans of the organization. 

Gen. William A. Harvey, com- 
mander of the District militia, is 
enthusiastic over the project. He be- 
lieves that a strong coast artillery 
company, and possibly a battalion, 
can be formed from the ranks of the 
1,800 students at the institution.

Air Raid Warning System, Bomb Squads Forme 
As GW Campus Girds For World War II Attack 


(Reprinted from The Hatchet, Dec. 9, 1941) 
“OUR UNIVERSITY is ready to carry on,” 
declared University President Cloyd Heck 
Marvin yesterday evening at a mass 
meeting to unite student opinion in the 
war crisis. 

The walls of the gymnasium echoed 
and reechoed with the thunderous ap- 
proval of the student body, as over 2,000 
jammed inside for the rally, and pre- 
pared to give “all out” aid to President 
Roosevelt and military leaders in the 
defense of the nation. 


In the crisis, classes were called off 
yesterday between 11 a.m. and 1 p.m., 
and the whole University was closed 
entirely while the speech of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to the joint session 
of Congress was broadcast in the student 
club and on campus. 


Seven Point GW Defense Plan 


At the same time, plans for definite 
action were continued as Dr. Donnell B. 
Young, chairman of The University’s 
Committee for Civilian Defense, and Col-

E His name is a “household word,” Time said of its man on the 
_ cover, J. Edgar Hoover, in the Aug. 5, 1935, issue. (Hoover also 
appeared on the Aug. 8, 1949, Time cover.) In the 10 years pre- 
ceding that story, Hoover had dramatically rebuilt the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation as its director. 

Praised as a fighter of disorder and crime and criticized as an 
overly zealous crusader against leftist causes, Hoover has passed 
from a household word into a national institution. A native of 
Washington’s southeast section, Hoover received his bachelor of 
laws in 1916 and his master of laws in 1917, both from GW. 


E John Foster Dulles had not yet become Secretary of State 
when Time covered (Aug. 13, 1951) his successful handling of 
the Japanese Peace Treaty. (Dulles again appeared on the Oct. 
12, 1953, and Jan. 3, 1955, covers of Time.) In his cabinet post 
in the Eisenhower administration, Dulles was to dominate the 
field of foreign affairs in the 1950’s with a mixture of what Time 
called his “diplomacy with morality” and international brinkman- 
ship. 

A 1911 graduate of the GW law school, Dulles was a strongly 
religious man who worked with the formation of the United 
Nations and served briefly as an interim U.S. senator from New 
York. 

His devotion to governmental service came as no surprise, as 
he was greatly influenced by his grandfather, the Secretary of 
State during the Presidency of Benjamin Harrison. A native of 
Washington, Dulles died May 24, 1959. 


E In its cover story on Jacqueline Kennedy (Jan. 20, 1961) on 
the eve of her husband’s inauguration, Time wrote, “Hers will be 
a difficult, demanding and often thankless role, and no one knows 
it better than Jackie.” That statement well describes the very 
public life of this 1951 graduate of GW. 

As a member of a socially prominent Long Island family, as 
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the wife of a bright young senator and President, as a widow 
who was linked on each new magazine cover to this diplomat or 
that ambassador, and now as the wife of a Greek multimillion- 
aire, Jacqueline Onassis has always been in the public’s and the 
camera’s eye. 

Though some people reacted with bitterness to her remarriage, 
to others she is still the same Jackie who gaily rode horseback, 
elegantly wore Cassini gowns and diplomatically brightened the 
White House as First Lady in the years of Camelot. 


E Everything was coming up Ramblers when Time put George 
Romney on its Nov. 16, 1962, cover (also featured in April 5, 
1959, issue). The father of the compact car had just won the 
governor’s chair in Michigan where he had earlier risen to 
political fame by helping hammer out a new state constitution. 

Romney, who attended GW in 1929-30, had been a missionary 
to Scotland and England, a tariff specialist for Sen. David Walsh 
and an executive for Alcoa before tackling the motor industry 
and politics. 

Although, Time noted, “he denies any presidential pretensions,” 
Romney later campaigned for the White House. He is now back 
in the driver’s seat as President Nixon’s Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

His wife, Lenore, was graduated from GW in 1929; she is now 
the Republican candidate for the Senate from Michigan. 


E Dr. Paul Carlson stood for all the Americans and Europeans 
who tried to bring peace, hope and relief to the strife-torn Congo, 
Time said in its Dec. 4, 1964, issue. 

But this cover story was a tragic one. Dr. Carlson, a 1956 
graduate of the GW medical school, was one of 60 people mas- 
sacred by Simba rebels as a relief force of Belgian paratroopers 
were pushing into Stanleyville. 

The father of two, Dr. Carlson had left his California medical 
practice in 1963 to become a medical missionary in Africa. A 
statement he once made is sadly prophetic: “In this century, 
more people have died for their witness for Christ than died in 
the early centuries, which we think of as the days of the martyrs.” 


E Sen. J. William Fulbright, Time stated in its Jan. 22, 1965, 
cover story, “has always been an internationalist, and yet he has 
had every chance to become the opposite.”A native of Missouri 
with a law degree from GW (Class of 1934), Fulbright had made 
a career of being counselor to and critic of Presidents as chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 

At the Time of this cover, Fulbright was conferring with then 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk on a reevaluation of foreign policy. 

An Oxford graduate, Fulbright once taught law for a year at 
GW, later was president of the University of Arkansas and is 
the namesake of the international Fulbright Scholarships.
